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SCHOOL’ REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Strafford: 


.At the close of another year we submit to you our report of 
the condition and progress of our schools. 

We are pleased to report what seems to us a prosperous year. 
As we have seen the schools and the work done in them, we 
have concluded that none have been failures. 

With the exception of a few cases of well meant criticism, 
your school board and teachers have had the hearty co-operation 
of parents and citizens and there has been a concert of effort to 
make the schools proficient and profitable and an honor to the 
town. We note with satisfaction the large number of visitors 
at the closing exercises of some of the schools. This 
manifestation of interest is helpful and encouraging to faithful 
teachers and shows an appreciation of their efforts. Those who 
have children in school should see them there, note their habits 
of study and conduct, become acquainted with the teachers, 
throw encouraging and helpful influences around them and 
assist by kindly advice and loyal support. 

We have maintained schools in the usual places during the 
spring term. In the fall and winter term we considered it wise 
to close the school in No. 12, by reason of so few pupils. 

We have had the schools in session twenty-six weeks during 
the year and we think it wise to maintain them at least twenty- 
eight weeks the coming year, as the expense is not so much as 
in former years by reason of a less number of schools to 
maintain. 

We regret the very large number of instances of tardiness 
which appear in the school registers. ‘Teachers recognize the 
fact that it is their duty to inculcate habits of punctuality as a 
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cardinal virtue, and appear to do all in their power to have all 
their pupils present to answer to the roll-call. 

The attention of parents is urgently called to this great evil, 
and it is hoped it may be remedied in the future, not only for the 
good of the individual scholar, but for the more successful 
work of the whole school. 

We have made repairs in school house No. 7 by removing 
old seats and desks, putting in new floor, new seats and desks, 
and painting inside. It now needs painting outside which 
would make it a good school building, a credit to the com- 
munity. 

We have also made extensive repairs on school house in No. 
13, having put in new sills, new hardwood floor and new desks 
beside other minor repairs. This school house also needs 
painting and as there is quite a sum of money left of the last 
year’s appropriation for repairs, we think it may be sufficient 
for the coming year.
